Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 


by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and 
petition the applicant shall also pay to the 
Clerk of the House the sum of $300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the Clerk 
of the House at least eight clear days before 
the opening of the Session or if the petition 
has not been presented to the House within 
the first 10 days of the Session, the amount 
to be paid to the Clerk shall be $600. If the 
Bill shall not pass second reading, one-half 
of the fees shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly for Private Bills of any nature 
whatsoever shall require the publication of a 
notice clearly and distinctly specifying the 
nature and object of the application, and 
when the application refers to any proposed 
work, indicating sufficiently the location of 
the work, to be signed by or on behalf of the 
applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and once a week 
in one leading daily newspaper freely cir- 
culating in all parts of the Province. The 
notice in such newspaper to appear on 
Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a 
nature that it may particularly affect one or 
more electoral districts, the notice shall fur- 
thermore be published once a week if possi- 
ble in some newspaper in every electoral 
district affected, or if there be no newspaper 
published therein, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the electoral district nearest 
thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of four 
weeks during the interval of time between 
the close of the riext preceding Session and 
the consideration of the petition. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall be accompanied by the 
authority of such agent or attorney in fact, 
and the petition shall not be deemed to be 
filed with the Clerk until this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the erec- 
tion of atoll bridge is received by the House, 
the person or persons intending to petition 
for such Bill shall, upon giving the notice 
prescribed by Standing Order 100, also at 
the same time and in the same manner give 
notice of the rates which they intend to ask, 
the extent of the privilege, the height of the 
arches, the interval between the abutments 
or piers for the passage of rafts or vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of in- 
corporation shall be so framed as to incorpo- 
rate by reference to the causes of the general 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such Bills: Special grounds shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from 
this principle, or for the introduction of 
other provisions as to such details, and a 
note shall be appended to the Bill indicating 
the provisions thereof in which the general 
Act is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters aid reprinted at their expense be- 
fore any ‘Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance with 
the model Bill (copies of mode! Bills may be 
obtained from the Clerk of the House). Any 
provisions contained in any such Bill which 
are not in accord with the model Bill shall be 
inserted between brackets or underlined, 
and shall be so printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill shall 
be clearly specified in the notice of applica- 
tion for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 10 
¥s inches by 7/2 inches. There shall be a 
marginal number every fifth line of each 
page; the numbering of the lines is not to run 
on through the Bill, but lines of each page 
are to be numbered separately. Three hun- 
dred copies of each Bill shall be deposited 
with the Clerk of the House immediately 
before the first reading. If amendments are 
made to any Bill during its progress before 
the Committee on Private Bills, or through 
the House, such Bill shall be reprinted by 
the promoters. 


In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 men- 
tioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on the 
capital of the company are payable at the 
same time.

A Bylaw to Expropriate a Right of Way for

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Saanich is 
duly authorized and empowered to con- 
struct, operate, maintain and extend drain- 
age works for the impounding of surface and 
other waters for the benefit of the inhabitants 
of the municipality:

Bylaw 980 





A Bylaw to Acquire Certain Real Property 
for the Improvement, Repair, Mainte- 
nance and Operation of a Dyking and 
Drainage System 


WHEREAS The Corporation of the Dis- 
trict of Pitt Meadows operates a dyking and 
drainage system for the benefit of the inhab- 
itants of the municipality: 

And whereas it is deemed expedient that 
the corporation acquires certain parcels of 
real property hereinafter described for the 
purposes of constructing, improving, ex- 
tending, altering, removing, repairing, 
maintaining and operating a portion of the 
dyking and drainage system, namely, the 
Kennedy Road Floodboxes and Pumping 
Station: 


And whereas the Municipal Council is 
empowered, by bylaw, to expropriate, break 
up, take or enter into possession of and use 
any real property within the municipality in 
any way necessary or convenient for any of 
the purposes of purchasing, constructing, 
improving, extending, altering, removing, 
repairing, maintaining and operating its 
dyking and drainage system, without the 
consent of the owners of the real property 
but subject to Division (4) of Part 12 of the 
Municipal Act, chapter 290, R.S.B.C. 
1979, as amended: 


Therefore, the Municipal Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Pitt Meadows, 
in open meeting assembled, enacts as fol- 
lows: 


1. This bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as ““The Kennedy Road Floodboxes 
and Pumping Station Dyke Expropriation 
Bylaw, 1983 No. 980”. 

2. Subject to Division (4) of Part 12 of 
the Municipal Act, being chapter 290, 
R.S.B.C. 1979, as amended, that certain 
parcel or tract of land and premises situate, 
lying and being in the Municipality of Pitt 
Meadows, and particularly known and de- 
scribed as Fractional Section 20 lying on the 
southerly side of Pitt River, Block 6 North, 
Range | East (save and except a part here- 
tofore conveyed for a dyke), NWD, under 
Title 11/252/1859£, as shown outlined in 
red on the sketch plan attached hereto and 
made part of this bylaw, is hereby expropri- 
ated, and The Corporation of the District of 
Pitt Meadows is hereby authorized to enter 
into possession of and use the said land and 
premises for the construction, improve- 
ment, extension, alteration, removal, repair, 
maintenance and operation of dykes, and 
works to maintain the proper flow of water 
in ditches and drains, including necessary 
ancillary equipment, for the benefit of the 
inhabitants of the municipality.
